Washington, D. C., Feb. 5.—The sen- 
ate passed a bill to provide for the sale of 
the site of old Fort Brady, Michigan, and 
for the purchase of a new site, and the 
erection of suitable buildings thereon. 


The senate thon passed a bill amend- 
ing sections of revised statutes in relation 
to the annual appropriation.

It stipulateb 
that all of them shall not be advocates of 
prohibitory legislation or total absti- 
nence, and they shall serve without sal- 
ary. 
Their duty shall be to investigate 
the alcoholic liquor traffic, its relation to 
revenue and taxation, and its criminal, 
moral and scientific aspects in connec- 
tion with pauperism, crime, the puplic 
health and general welfare of the people; 
to inquire as to the practical results of 
license and prohibitory legislation for 
prevention of intemperance in several 
states and report the result of their in- 
vestigations to the president, to be by 
him transmitted to congress. It appro- 
priates $10,000 for the expenses of the 
investigation. 


NOTES. 


The president 
pardoned Geo. K. 
Sims, convicted for participating in a 
conspiracy to defraud the government 
in a pension case, sentenced to five 
years imprisonment in the Southern 
Illinois penitentiary. 


The civil service commission have de- 
oided not to recommend any material 
change in the existing law, notwithstand- 
ing the terrific onslaughts that have been 
made. 
Two or three minor amendments 
will be recommended. 


"It was stated at the postoffice de- 
partment, this afternoon, that an under- 
standing existed there that no more re- 
movals of presidential postmasters in 
Indiana were to be made on the charge 
of 'ofEensive partisanship,'" says the In

FOBT WAVNK, I n d . , J a n . 2 6 , 1 8 8 6 . 
Hon. Samuel F. Forbes. Mayor of Toledo: 


D E A B S I B AND COMBADB—I have the 
honor to respectfully state that I have 
been requested by the exeoutivs com 
mittee of the Tri-State Veterans' asso- 
ciation to correspond with you as regards 
the desire, if any, of your city to have 
the annual encampment of the above as 
sociation m August next. 


We will have a five days' military en- 
campment of not less than fifteen thou- 
sand veteran soldiers and a portion o* 
the militia of Ohio, Indiana and Mich 
igan, with thirty pieces of artillery, and 
on the day of our military and industrial 
parade there will be present and in line. 
Governor Foraker, Governor Alger and 
Governor Gray, with their respective 
military staflfs. 
Gov. Isaac P. Gray, of 
Indiana, is president of the association 
We have no hesitation in expressing 
conviction that the encampment will at 
tract not less than two hundred thousand 
visitors to Toledo, in case it is held there. 


It is intended to make our next mili 
tary encampment the largest ever held 
since the war in this country. 


IndianapoliB,Ind., and Jackson, Mich, 
have already desired me to tender to the 
board of military organization, for them 
all that would be necessary to obtain the 
encampment.

tiM Swiftest Ooer On Iiaad or Water. 
The PoaghkMpsie Xea Boat 
ClaV-A 
Woman's Trip .In 
loe Taeht—Not 
Mncli Accommodatloii» Bui B w e Sport. 


[Special Correspondenoe.] 
PouOHKKKpaiK, Feb. a—Up tiw Hudson 
here the yoting bloods go qaite as wild over 
loe yachts in winter as the young man oi 
New York do oy6t sailing yachts in sum- 
mer. 
There is a regular association in this 
city called the Foughkeepsie Ice Boat clnh. 
They bave their colors, their pennants and 
trfa-eamers. their boats, races and all. just as 
if they sailed on water instead of upon loe. 
Their craft are propelled by the wind, like a 
call boat. 
There is as much of an opening 
for betting as 
is in a horse race. 


This exciting amusement is rather new 
and promises to be very {»pular whenever 
there is ice enough to sail on. 


W© give illustrations of some of the trim- 
mest and fastest of the racing rigs belonging 
to the Foughkeepsie club. 


The construction of an Ice yacht is very 
simple, as you see. Two strong light tim- 
bers are naUed together in the form of a 
Roman cross with very long arms. The 
head of the cross is the bow of the craft. At 
the end of each arm and at the foot a steel 
skate or runner is fixed. The skate a t the 
foot is movable, turning from side to side. 
This is the rudder which steers the yacht 
The steel blaides at the end of the arms are 
fixed. 


THK HAZS. 


So much for the body of the boat A mast 
is fixed iuto the timber aC the junction of 
the crosspieces A jib sail and mainsail, 
like those of an ordinary small boat, are at- 
tached. 
The ice boat affords the smallest 
accommodation for passengers of any known 
cralt. 
They must "catch oi" as best they 
can, anyhow and everyhow. 


The Avalanche is of a pattern diflPerent 
from most of the others, in that it has one 
trianguiar sail fixed between two masts. 
This fctyle of sheet is called the lateen saiL 


There is considerable rivalry among the 
various clubs on the Atlantic coast. 
There 
are ice yacht associations on the Kennebec, 
the S t Lawrence and the Shrewsbtu-y rivers. 
But those of the Hudson beat all the rest, 
and of these the Foughkeepsie club is beyond 
doubt the "boss." It carries the challenge 
pennant of the United States. One great ad- 
vantagre the Hudson has is that the rise and 
fall of the tides are perceptible a himdred 
miles above its mouth. 
Thus, when the 
snow falls upon t h e great river t h e tides rise 
a n d wet it all over. Then t h e surface freezes 
over again and is as smaooth aé glas^ The 
Hudson is a mile wide. There are stretches 
of smc)oth ice ten to twenty miles long. Over 
the^ the yachts can go speeding like » 
bird.

literally, it speeds like a bird. It is the 
swiftest goer on land or water. For the ice 
boat beats steam all to pieces. The Hudson 
River railroad follows the bank closely most 
of the way. A race between a railway train 
and a fleet of ice yachts is no uncommon 
sight these day& 
The ice boat distances the 
locomotive engine, tmder a fair wind, every 
time. 
Think of going half as fast again as 
the swiftest railw ay train ; you will then un- 
derstand something of the rate at which 
these queer craft spin over the ice. 


Some of them are really quite larga They 
have been made over fifty feet long, twenty- 
five feet between the ruimers. 
Liast winter 
there was considerable discussion among 
yatchtsmen as to the swift-going qualities of 
the two kinds of rig shown in our illustra- 
tions. 
On© party contended that the regu- 
lar sloop rig, shown in the picture of the 
Haze, could get over the ice most rapidly. 
Others were ready to eat their own heads if 
the. lateen or triangular sail, otherwise the 
ancient Latin sail, could not outstrip the 
other. 
They tried the issue, and the result 
was far and away againsc the triangular 
sail, the kind shown in the picture of the 
Avalanche.

Fig. 3 shows another aspect of ice-boating 
which is almost too awfulljtjolly to be quita 
comfortable to anybody but a very strong 
minded 
i)erson. 
In ice-sailing it is 
always necessary to sit ón the wind- 
ward side of the craft 
This is done to 
weight it down upon that side; otherwise 
tiie breeze might catch the sail and tilt the 
Whol^ thing o^er, and there would be at 
oii^ A shipwfec^ a ^ a runaway. 
Even 
^ e crew' afis tábns balancé upon the 
windward side a sudden gust sometimes lifts 
the iron foot ol the cross-timber upon one 
side quite off the ios. 
Then all the force of 
those on board is expended to get it down 
again. _ ,

It appro- 
priates $10,000 for the expenses of tho 
investigation.

here tho young bloods go quite as wild over 
ice yachts in winter as the young man of 
New York do over sailing yachts in sum- 
mer. There is a regular association iu this 
city called the Poughkeopsie lee IJoat club. 
They have their colors, their pennants aud 
Itrftamars. their boats, races and all. just as 
if they sailed on water instead of upon ice. 
Their craft are propellsd by tho wind, like » 
Bail boat. 
There w as much of an opening 


for betting as there is in a horse race. 


This exciting amusement is rather new 


and promises to be very popular whenever 
there IB ire enough to sail on. 


We give illustrations of some of tho trim- 


most and fastest of the racing rigs belonging 
to the Poughkeopsie club. 


The construction of an Ice yacht is very 


simple, as you see. Two strong light tim- 
jers are nailed together in tho form of a 
Roman cross, with vury long arms. 
The 


head of tho cross is tho bow of the craft At 
the end of each arm and at the foot a steel 
skate or runner is fixed. The skato at the 
foot is movable, turning from side to side. 
This is tho rudder which .steers the yacht 
Trie steel blades at the .end of tho arms are 
fixed.

are ire yacht associations on the Konnoboe, 
the St. Lawrence and the Shrewsbury rivers. 
But those of tho Hudson tent all the rest, 
and of these tho Poughkeepsio club is beyond 
doubt the "boas." Jt carries Iho challenge 
potiphntTor Ihe ITiiited States. One great ad- 
vantage the Hudson has Is that tho rise nnd 
fall of the tides aro perceptible u hundred 
mileB above its mouth. 
Thus, when tho 


snow falls upon tho great river the tides rise 
and wet it all over. Then the surface freezes 
over again and is as smooth as glass. The 
Hudson is a milo wide. There are stretches 
of smooth ice ten to twenty jiiiles long. Over 
these the yachta can go speeding like « 
bird.
